Hee gave him a name,which 
i above all names , that In (ſo hee twice renders ut ) the name of feſus 
every knee ſhould bow , both of things m heaven , of things in earth, 
and of things under the earth, Thele wordes ( writes hee , anſwering 
the. Papifts , obyelIing-it for propfe of ther Aaginarie Pmrgatorie ,) 
are not to be underſtood of the worſhipping of God ; for, this 
worſhip, ſtandeth not in this, that the knee ſhould be bowed , but 
doth eſpecially require the ſpirituall effeAs and motions of the 
minde. Paul, there , ſpeaketh of the great authority and power, 
which is committed and given to Chriſt , by which power every 
creature of Heaven , Earth, and Hell, is made ſubje&t unto him, 
even the Divell himſelfe , with all the wicked and damned Spirits, 
will they nill they are all under his feete , andthe words which 
goe before ſhew this ſufficiently, for it is faid,God gave him a name, 
that 1s aboye all names, that all knees ſhould bow in that name ; which 
words if yee will apply unto the divine worſhip, as though they, 
which worſhip God be in Purgatory ; Then muſt you grant allo, 
that the Divells and all the damned Spirits doe worſhip Chriſt. No- 
men , Name in this is taken for dignity and honour , and fo it is uſed 
allmoſt in all tongues , eſpecially in the Scriptures , it is a familiar 
ſpeach. Pas! therefore , by this word , Name , ſignifieth high and

Cambridge , 1 590, Pay, 398, 399. writes thus of thus Text 
and Ceremony, Concerni tting off our capps and making 
pw mans, -f name of fs i. Reynolds is ——— , and 
concludeth in the end, that I am an Atheiſt and make no account of 
Chriſt , for denying that , ſeing wee yeild this honour of capp and 
countefie:, to the letters, name, ſeale, and ſcate of the Prince. If this 
be a true argument ( « Af, Keynolds ) as you in your vehemency 
would have it ſeeme , How cometh it to paſſe , that Gods name a- 
mong . you is not honoured with like reverence of capp and knee, 
whenſoever. it is heard ? Will you put of your capp, whenthe 
Prince is named , daSyrocyuoramtacts opes narne, 
at his Triple Crowne or Croſſe, and will you never once ſtirre your 
cayps or bow your knees when God is named ?

The ſame learned DoQor alſo in his e, to his anſwer to Doflor 
Saunders bis Demonſtration concerning Antichriſt , muſtering up Whuater, 
dyerſe abſurd conſequences of the Papiits and leſuites , from ſundry 
Texts of Scriptnre ; as , Chriſt entred into Peters Ship ; Therefore 
the whole Church is Peters; towit, the Popes Ship. Barnabas 
layd downe the whole price ofthe feild hee fold , at the Apoſtles 
feete: therefore the Popes feete are to be kifled, With many ſuch 
like conſequences ; He concludes with this , as the groſſeit of all the 
ref, A Name above name is given to Chriſt,that in the name 
of Teſus every knee bow; therefore as oft as wee heare the 
name of Ieſus mentioned , wee muſt uncover our heads , and bow 
our knees. After which hee thus proceeds: When (1 fay) men 
ſhall heare theſe and infinite ſuch like expoſitions, and argumenta- 
tions of theſe New-maſters, ifthere be any ſenſe left in them , noe 
onely of the Holy-Ghoſt, but likewiſe of common CEREY 
cannot thinke, that a religion grounded upon thoſe | 
can be firme and certaine , to be preferred before all others.

like to aboliſh all true religion out of the W orld and to make them 
plaine Atheiſts. But, the Church knoweth Sathans cogitations and 
therefore by Scriptures and reaſon , warranteth and teacheth all ber 
children , to doe reverence whenſoever efus is named, becauſe Ca- 
"tholikes doe not honour thele things, nor count them holy for their 
matter , colour, ſound and ſyllables , but forthe reſpeR and relation 
they baye to our Saviour , bringing. us to remembrance and ap- 
ſon of Chriſt , by ſight , beariog, or uſe ofthe ſame ſignes; 
Elſe ; why make wee not reverence-at the natne of le'us the Sonne 


of Syrack, as well as leſus Chriſt? And itis a pittyfull caſe , to ſee 


theſe profane (ubrilities of Hereticks to take place in religion, which 
were ridiculous in all other trade oflife. W hen we beare our Prince 
or Soveraigne named, wee may without thele {cruples doe obey-

Firſt , forthat this name of Telus in this place ſignifieth not 
any title or note whereby Chriſt is called, bat his Authority and 
whatſoever is go and excellent within him , as in diverſe places

it doth likewile appeare. 


Secondly , for that hee underſtandeth not by this word , knee, 
the member of the body whereby they honour, but (by a borrowed 
ſpeach ) the ſubje&ion and bending of all creatures unto the infinite 
| pn Chriſt , ſorhat the ſoules departed, and Angells ( which 
have no knees ) are ſubje&ro this courteſying , as well as men li- 
ving upon carth. If therefore the heavenly Spirits can yeild this 
ſubjection unto Chriſt without courtelying at the name of Ie'us, it

Thirdly , for that the kneeling and courteſying beere ſpoken 
of, is performed as well by the wicked and difobedient , as by the 
holy and obedient Spirits; it isplaine, that all kinde of reverence 
deing a voluntary and frank worſhip of Chriſt, after the pre! .m. of 
his word is without warrant ofthe place.

aſcribed unto Chriſt , wee ſee not by whar reaſon honour may be 
withdrawne from the one which is given to the other , eſpecially 
conlidering they had not this title ot in their owne right, but 
in the right of Chriſt, whoſe figures aMd lively repreſentations they 
were. And if others might withhould it , yet you whichgive the 
fame honour to the Image, which you giveto the thing it ſelfe, can- 
not be conceived, {o to doe. W hat will you an{vwere to this , that as 
you are in danger of ſuperſtition in the former point ; fo inthis you 
are charged with profaneneſſe , who neither capp nor knee at the 
name of jeſus out of the thing , when the name is the ſame , and as 
well to be honoured without,as within the Church ? Which Service 
you profane in the Croſſe , whereunto you doe honour or homage, 
as well when it ftandeth in the feild , as when it is ted we 
Church or Chancells. To your other reaſon , that in reverence wee 
uncover our heades at the name of Princes : Wee an{were , that, if 
it were (0; the civill hononr is not tyed to ſuch ſtriQt lawes , as is the 
Divine , therefore there is greater freedome of choice in the one 
than inthe other. And itis knowne what is ſayd of civill honour, 
that it rather ſtandeth on the wil and judgement of the Giver,than of 
the Taker , which iscleane contrary in the honour of God , which 
dependeth on the pleaſure and commandement of him that taketh 
it, not of him that giveth it.

Butit pertainethto the ſubjeRion of all Creatures ta 
the judgement of Chriſt, when not only Turkes and Iewes , which 
would yeeld no bonour to Je'us , but-even the'Devills themſelyes 
{ball be conſtrained to acknowledge that be is their NR_—_ 
ly , the capping and kneeling at the-name of leſus is of it lelfe an in« 
different thing ( therefore no duty ofthe Text ) and therefore may 
'be u'ed {uperſtitiouſly EP » here the people ſoup at the 
name when it is read, not ing what it meaneth , or , what 
is read concerning him. Andal{o in fitting and'not veyling atthe 
name of Chriſt, Emanuel;God the Fatber., the Sonne, and the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt,and bowing ONLY atthe name of Iefus.
